AT ITS MEETING ON 2ND FEBRUARY, 1970 THE COUNCIL 
AGREED THAT THE CCMS SHOULD UNDERTAKE A PILOT STUDY ON THE 
POLLUTION OF OPEN WATERS AS RECOMMENDED AT THE COMMITTEE'S 
FIRST MEETING ON 8TH DECEMBER 1969(1). 

2. AT ITS MEETING ON 14TH-15TH OCOTBER, 1975, THE CCMS 

APPROVED THE FINAL PILOT STUDY RESOLUTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
ON COASTAL WATER POLLUTION, ATTACHED AT ANNEX I, SUBMITTED BY 
THE PILOT COUNTRY, BELGIUM, FOLLOWING AN INTERNATIONAL EXPERT 
MEETING ARRANGEMED AT OSTENDE IN JUNE 1975. DETAILED BACKGROUND 
MATERIAL IS ATTACHED AS ANNEX TO CCMS DOCUMENT AC/274-D/55. 

3. BELGIUM HAS BEEN THE PILOT COUNTRY OF THIS STUDY, 

WITH CANADA, FRANCE AND PORTUGAL AS CO-PILOTS. THE STUDY HAS 
CONSISTED OF SEVERAL PROJECTS: THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A DYNAMIC 
MATHEMATICAL MODEL OF THE POLLUTION OF THE NORTH SEA, THE 
EXAMINIATION OF VARIOUS TECHNOLOGICAL PROPOSALS TO REDUCE THE 
POLLUTION OF THE AREA.AND, DISTINCT FROM THESE, A PROJECT ON 
POLLUTION OF THE SAE BY OIL SPILLS. 

4. IT WAS EVIDENT DURING THE DISCUSSIONS AT THE 
COMMITTEE'S LAST PLENARY SESSION THAT THE POLLUTION OF THE 
MARINE ENVIRONMENT CONTINUES TO BE A PROBLEM OF GRAVE CONCERN 
TO THE MEMBER COUNTRIE. SEVERAL MEMBERS EMPHASIZED THE 
REQUIREMENT FOR INCREASED INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION IN THIS 
FIELD AND ENCOURAGED EARLY RATIFICATION BY MEMBER COUNTRIES OF 
EXISTING INTERNATIONAL CONVENTIONS TO COMBAT MARINE POLLUTION.

5. THE RESOLUTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE PILOT 

STUDY STRESS THE IMPORTANCE OF WORKING WITH OTHER NATIONS AND 
WITHIN THE APPROPRIATE INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS TO COMBAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POLLUTION IN THE NORTH ATLANTIC OCEAN AND ITS ADJACENT SEAS, 

AND SET AS THE MAIN OBJECTIVE TO DEVELOPMANAGMENT PRACTICES 
WHICH WILL MAINTAIN AND ENHANCE THE QUALITY OF THE MARINE 
ENVIRONMENT.

6. THE POLLUTION OF THE SAE BY OIL SPILLS HAVING BEEN 
RECOGNIZED BY THE COMMITTEE AS A PARTICULARLY URGENT ASPECT OF 
THE PILOT STUDY, THE CCMS SUBMITTED TO THE COUNCIL ALREADY IN 
NOVEMBER 1970 A NUMBER OF RESOLUTIONS TO TACKLE THIS PROBLEM.

THE RESOLUTIONS WERE ENDORSED BY THE COUNCIL ON 27TH NOVEMBER, 
1970, ADOPTED BY MINISTES ON 4TH DECEMBER, 1970 AND IN MAY 1971 
THE COUNCIL APPROVED THE DETAILED RECOMMENDATIONS OE THE OIL 
SPILLS PROJECT (1) 

7. THE COUNCIL HAS SUBSEQUENTLY REVIEWED YEARLY REPORTS 
ON THE FOLLOW-UP ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE OIL SPILLS 
RESOLUTIONS, THE LAST OF WHICH WAS SUBMITTED TO THE COUNCIL 
UNDER REFERENCE C-M(74)l, ANNEX I, DATED 14TH JANUARY, 1974. 

8. THE CCMS FEELS THAT CONTINUING TO SUBMMIT ANNUAL 
FOLLOW-UP REPORTS TO THE COUNCIL IS NOT LONGER THE MOST 
EEFECTIVE PROCEDURE TO ENSURE IMPLEMENTATION IN THIS CASE 
IN OTHER INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, SUCH AS THE 
INTRERGOVERNMENTAL MARITIME CONSULTATIVE ORGANIZATION (IMCO), 
AND THE PRIORITIES ASSIGNED FOR FUTURE ACTION. 

9. HOWEVER, THE COMMITTEE HAS RECOGNIZED THAT SOME 
IMPORTANT TECHNOLOGICAL ASPECTS INVOLVED IN DETECTING AND 
TACKLING OIL SPILLS ARE NOT DEALT WITH BY OTHER INTERNATIONAL 
BODIES AND SHOULD BE FURTHER STUDIED WITHIN THE ERAME WORK OF 
THE CCMS. THE RESOLUTION ATTACHED AS ANNEX II SUMS UP THE 
COMMITTEE'S VIEWS ON FURTHER INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS TO COMBAT 
COIL SPILLS, AND IN PARTICULAR RECOMMENDS CONTINUED ACTION 
WITHIN THE FRAME WORK OF CCMS IN THE FIELD OF EXCHANGE OF 
TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION ON DETECTION AND TACKLING OF OIL 
SPILLS(2)
